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PREFACE 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Members  of  the  Council  of  the 
Borough  of  Carmarthen. 

I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1950. 

As  in  former  years  housing  has  continued  to  be  the  major  problem 
confronting  the  Public  Health  Department.  The  Council  have 
done  their  utmost  to  tackle  this  problem  as  is  shown  by  the  fact 
that  the  erection  of  houses  was  commenced  on  the  Ring  Road  Site 
and  the  site  works  completed  on  the  Crispin  Housing  Site.  This 
programme  which  will  give  a hundred  houses  and  sixteen  flats  will 
help  considerably  to  alleviate  the  distress  amongst  the  general 
public  from  inadequate  housing.  Furthermore,  it  is  heartening 
to  see  that  negotia  ions  are  in  progress  for  the  acquiring  of  a further 
site  to  erect  an  additional  300  houses. 

Once  again  I must  draw  attention  to  the  water  supply  of  the 
Borough.  The  population  of  the  Borough  has  increased  and 
naturally  the  demands  on  the  water  supply  daily  becomes  heavier. 
Consequently  it  is  frequently  necessary  to  have  recourse  to  other 
sources  of  supply  than  the  Cwmtawel  reservoir.  Such  sources  need 
adequate  pre-treatment  by  chlorination  before  they  can  be  used 
with  safety.  The  present  arrangements  do  not  allow  such  treatment 
to  be  adequately  carried  out  previous  to  the  water  entering  the 
service  mams.  In  my  opinion  it  is  a matter  of  urgency  that  the 
scheme  of  filtration  which  has  already  been  prepared  should  be 
commenced  as  quickly  as  possible. 

At  present  facilities  for  outdoor  recreation  available  to  all  ages 
in  the  town  are  totally  inadequate  and  particularly  is  this  so  with 
regard  to  young  persons.  Adequate  facilities  for  outdoor  recreation 
are  essential  for  the  maintenance  of  health — both  physical  and 
mental — and  I would  urge  the  Council  to  proceed  with  all  speed 
with  their  scheme  for  the  development  of  the  five-fields  locality  as  a 
recreation  area  for  all  ages  of  the  population. 

I wish  to  gratefully  acknowledge  the  work  carried  out  by  my 
Staff,  and  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council  for  the  whole- 
hearted manner  in  which  they  have  supported  me. 

I wish  to  thank  my  colleagues  and  their  staff  for  their  continued 
support  and  help.

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STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 

The  Carmarthen  Urban  District  Authority  is  comprised  of  the 
Parish  of  St.  Peter’s  and  is  5,223  acres  in  extent.  The  area  is 
largely  rural,  but  is  becoming  increasingly  urbanised. 

Population,  Rateable  Value,  etc. 

The  estimated  mid-year  Home-Population  given  by  the  Registrar- 
General  for  1950  was  12,660.

The  rateable  value  of  the  Borough  is  £65,478  and  the  sum  repre- 
sented by  a penny  rate  is  £256. 

Social  Conditions 

Carmarthen  is  a very  old  borough  ; it  is  the  county  town  of 
Carmarthenshire  and  is  an  agricultural  centre.  Due  to  its 
geographical  situation,  it  is  the  hub  of  the  county  and  an  important 
centre,  especially  from  a road  communication  point  of  view.  Further- 
more, it  has  become  the  main  agricultural  marketing  centre  for 
West  Wales.  Its  cattle  marts  are  becoming  famous  throughout 
the  Country,  and  many  dealers  from  all  parts  are  constant  visitors 
to  them. 

There  has  been  no  special  industrial  development  during  the  year. 
The  Dried  Milk  Products  have  a large  factory  established  within  the 
Borough  boundary,  and  this  factory  receives  on  an  average  40,000 
gallons  of  milk  daily.  For  4 months  of  the  year  this  milk  is  manu- 
factured into  the  Dried  Milk  Products  and  for  the  other  8 months 
it  is  transported  to  London  as  liquid  milk. 

The  main  occupations  are  associated  with  agriculture,  the  railway, 
shop  assistants,  clerical  work,  garage  workers  and  commercial 
travellers.  There  are  a few  mine  workers  living  in  the  Borough 
who  work  outside  the  area.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
IN  THE  AREA 


Laboratory  Facilities 

As  in  former  years  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  has 
proved  its  worth  and  undoubtedly  has  now  become  an  integral  part 
of  the  Borough  health  services.  Particularly  is  this  so  in  con- 
nection with  the  investigation  and  control  of  infectious  diseases. 

Again  I should  like  to  pay  tribute  to  Dr.  W.  Kwantes,  the  Director 
of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  his  ready  co-operation  when- 
ever called  upon  to  assist  the  Public  Health  Department. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

This  service  is  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council,  and 
the  Station  in  the  Borough  of  Carmarthen  is  one  of  the  links  in  the 
County  Scheme  which  serves  the  whole  County. 
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Hospital  Accommodation 

Infectious  Diseases 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  is  situated  at  Upper  Tumble, 
Nr.  Llanelly,  and  is  under  the  control  of  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board. 

General  Hospital  facilities 

The  former  American  Forces  Hospital  situated  at  Glangwili, 
Carmarthen  together  with  the  hospital  facilities  available  at  the 
West  Wales  General  Hospital,  Priory  Street,  have  now  been 
established  as  a hospital  for  the  treatment  of  general  medical  and 
surgical  diseases  for  the  West  Wales  area. 

Whereas  facilities  appear  to  be  adequate  for  these  types  of  cases 
the  facilities  available  for  the  hospitalisation  of  the  chronic  sick 
and  aged  are  not  adequate.  Frequently  difficulty  is  experienced 
in  obtaining  beds  for  this  type  of  case  and  additional  accommoda- 
tion in  the  area  is  urgently  required. 

Maternity 

Difficulties  in  connection  with  the  availability  of  beds  for 
expectant  mothers  were  not  so  evident  during  the  year,  and  the 
service  can  be  considered  to  have  functioned  satisfactorily  for  the 
inhabitants  of  the  Borough. 

Venereal  Diseases 

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  now  responsible  for  the  treatment 
of  Venereal  Disease.  There  are  no  clinics  in  the  Borough,  the 
nearest  being  at  Llanelly. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Administration  of  the  Factories  Acts,  1937  and  1948 

Duties  of  the  Sanitary  Authority  under  the  Factories  Acts  have 
been  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  as  part  of  his  routine 
work,  and  a close  liaison  has  been  maintained  with  the  Inspector  of 
Factories.

Diphtheria 

Year  by  year  the  value  of  immunisation  and  the  value  of 
“ booster  ” or  “ re-inforcing  ” doses  at  five  or  eight  years  of  age 
becomes  more  and  more  obvious.  Once  again  I am  able  to  report 
that  no  case  of  diphtheria  occurred  during  the  year. 

Infantile  Paralysis 

During  the  year  four  cases  of  infantile  paralysis  occurred.  The 
four  cases  were  between  five  and  nine  years  of  age,  three  of  them 
being  males  and  one  being  a female.  The  four  cases  were  of  the 
non-paralytic  type,  were  isolated  in  hospital  and  made  uninterrupted 
recovery. 

Dysentary 

Of  the  forty-one  cases  of  dysentery  notified,  thirty-seven  occurred 
at  the  St.  David’s  Hospital. 

Food  Poisoning 

Only  one  isolated  case  of  food  poisoning  occurred  in  the  Borough 
and  there  was  no  specific  outbreaks.

Hospital  facilities  for  the  treatment  of  persons  suffering  from 
Tuberculosis  is  still  inadequate.  From  a housing  point  of  view  an 
effort  is  being  made  to  meet  such  cases  by  making  a percentage  of 
new  houses  available  for  the  rehousing  of  such  persons. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949 

The  enforcement  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949  is  now 
the  duty  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  but  the  Local 
Authority  carries  out  the  supervision  of  milk  vendors. 

ICE-CREAM 

As  during  the  previous  year  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  Ice- 
Cream  in  the  Borough  has  been  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the 
Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations,  1947  and  1948.  The 
premises  of  Ice-Cream  retailers  and  manufacturers  are  regularly 
visited  and  supervised. 

The  number  of  Ice-Cream  retailers  in  the  Borough  at  the  end  of 
the  year  was  38,  and  there  were  3 Ice-Cream  manufacturers.

As  in  former  years  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  employed  by  the 
Rural  District  Council  assist  in  the  inspection  of  meat  at  the  Borough 
Slaughterhouse.  A satisfactory  rota  system  has  been  worked  out 
whereby  a Sanitary  Inspector  is  always  available  to  carry  out  meat 
inspection,  even  at  short  notice,  e.g.  when  a beast  which  has  been 
injured  is  brought  in  for  slaughtering. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT 

Mr.  D.  R.  Watkins,  Chief  Inspector  with  the  County  Council,  has 
submitted  the  following  report  on  work  done  within  the  Borough  of 
Carmarthen  : — 
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During  the  year  77  samples,  comprising  37  milks  and  40  other 
articles  of  food,  were  procured  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst 
for  analysis  or  examination.  As  will  be  observed  from  the 
particulars  given  below  seven  of  the  samples  were  adversely  re- 
ported upon,  but  the  irregularities  or  deficiencies  were  not  such  as  to 
warrant  legal  proceedings  in  any  instance.  Letters  of  warning  were 
sent  to  the  parties  concerned.

A quantity  of  butter  brought  to  the  office  by  a member  of  the 
public  was  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  who  certified  it  to  be 
rancid  and  in  an  unmerchantable  condition.  Following  upon  this 
official  samples  were  taken  from  the  supplier  of  the  butter  but  these 
were  certified  to  be  genuine. 

A sample  of  dried  sage  was  reported  to  contain  an  excessive 
amount  of  sand  and  siliceous  matter.  The  packers  were  cautioned 
by  letter. 

Two  samples  of  Cake  and  Pudding  Mixtures  were  certified  to  be 
infested  with'  meal  mite  and  in  an  unsound  condition.  The  sellers 
were  cautioned  and  instructed  to  withdraw  from  sale  for  human 
consumption  all  remaining  stocks  of  the  offending  commodities.

The  occupiers  of  one  creamery  in  the  Borough  are  licensed  by  the 
County  Council  to  use  the  special  designation  “ Pasteurised  ” in 
relation  to  milk  treated  on  their  premises. 

Nineteen  samples  were  taken  at  this  creamery  during  the  year 
and  all  proved  to  be  satisfactory.
